ITS WABASH HOLDINGS 


Washington —C/P)— The Pennsyl- 


vania railroad and its principal in- 
vestment subsidiary, the Pennsyl- 
vania, company, have been ordered 
by the Interstate Commerce com 
mission to show cause June 24 why 
they should not be required to tli 
vest themselves of all direct and 
indirect holdings in the Wabash and 
Lehigh valley systems.

•which the men were last seen about 
7-J.5 Sunday night were taken from 
the water at the dam at the Kau- 
kauna Groundwood company mill at 
Kaukairna late Tuesday afternoon, 
giving rise to the belief that 
the 


bodies of the^ two men might have 
gone through the Combined Locks 
dam sluice gates and may be found 
at one of the dams at Kaukauna. 


If the bodies haven't gone through 


the dam they probably are being 
held in a snag or deadhead which 
abound in the tailrace where 
the 


pair is believed to have met death 
according to the village authorities 


Dragging of the river has been 


considerably 
hampered 
by these 


deadheads or snags. 


As a last resort, according to An- 


ton Jansen, Little Chute 
village 


president, and James Gerrits, chief 
of police, who are in charge of the 
searchers, the village 
authorities 


will appeal to the United States war 
department at Milwaukee to issue 
an order to shut off all the water at 
the Menasha dam Saturday night. 
This will shut off the supply of wa- 
water to the tailrace where the men 
are thought to have drowned. The 
gates in the dam at Combined Locks 
will then be opened and the tailrace 
will be drained. 


WON'T HURT MILLS 


This course will be taken providing 


the bodies are not found by Satur- 
day. 
Shutting: off of the water sup- 


ply -nHll not seriously affect manu- 
facturing operations along the river 
because most of the mills dp not 
operate Saturday night or Sunday. 


If the bodies are being held In' a 


snag or deadhead they will be found 
•when the tailrace is drained. 
If th~e 


bodies are not found then the vil- 
lage authorities will use dynamite to 
blast the river channel, although it 
ia thought very unlikely that the 
bodies would have drifted into that 
part of the river. 


On Tuesday crowds of people and 


automobiles again lined the banks 
of the river at Little Chute. The 
widows of the two men and their 
children were among

"Workers at all the mills along the 


river have been instructed to keep 
a close watch on the dams so that 
the bodies will be seen immediately 
if they should be caught in the in- 
take racks. 


Mollen and "Van Berkel disappeared

they had been fishing. Alarm was 
felt when ths men did not return 
home Sunday night, and discovery of 
a seat which had been in the boat 
led village authorities to believe they 
had drowned. 


START DRAGGING 


Dragging of the river started Mon- 


day and at that time the oara and 
a fishpole were found at the dam at 
Combined Locks. A_coat belonging 
to one of the men was found in the 
branches of a tree in the water be- 
low the dam. 


On Monday after the gates in the 


dam at Menasha and the sluice gates 
in the dams between Menasha and 
Littla Chute were closed and the 
water on the tailrace dropped about 
five feet as a. result. This means 
that the level of the river is at a 
normal height. 
Yet the searchers 


have been unable to find the bodies. 


Use of dynamite would be of little 


aid in the tailrace because the wa- 
ter is now too shallow.

of $1,300 are to be awarded to pros- 
pective Lawrentians who show a

will be considered in making the 
awards. 


DEMAND SCHOLARSHIP 


In the past the scholarships have 


been awarded solely on the basis of 
forensic ability as 
evidenced in 


contest work but under the new 
plan high scholarship will be a re- 
quirement and will place the forensic 
awards on a level with, other scholar- 
ships given by the college. 
The 


new plan is expected to sponsor 
and encourage high school f orensics 


The scholarships will be awarded 


annually by the president of the col- 
lege and the head of the public 
speaking department. 


Upon a vote of the board of trus- 


tees it was decided that the scholar- 
ships will be awarded in the form 
of partial remission of tuition and 
fees. Although not included in the 
original plan it is Indicated that six 
scholarships of $200 each, to run 
over a period of two years, will be 
awarded annually. "When the change 
is in full operation, there will be 12 
students at Lawrence each year re- 
ceiving 
forensic 
scholarships. By 


paying the scholarship, over a pe- 
riod of four semesters they will be 
placed on much the same basis as 
other college scholarships. 


As stipulated in the new plan, the 


scholarship will be regarded as a 
loan to all students who transfer to 
some other institution before gradua- 
tion from Lawrence. It also is point- 
ed out that it will be awarded and 
continued from semester to semes- 
ter only on condition that the re- 
. cipient maintains a scholastic aver- 
age of 85.

\ Tragedy stared them In the face 
and they were helpless. Some who 
were rescuetl broke into hysterical 
Jears as they were carried from the 
building, but many screamed with 
the pain of burns. 


Th« agony of those stricken by 


fire vied in aspect of horror with the 
convulsions of other 
patients 
and 


nurses who clutched at their throats 
and gasped for breath as they suf- 
fered the torments of poison gas. 
_. Many of the bodies were taken to 
the county morgue. Some remained 
at the hospitals, 
and some were 


placed in a temporary morgue in the 
rear of the damaged building. 
-- Because of the confusion little is 
known of the number at hospitals or 
at other places where the victims 
may have been taken. Latest esti- 
mates were that 200 persons were in 
the building. It is not known how 
many escaped without injury.

New Tork—Paderewski is returnine to the 


United States for another tour next season, and 
the announcement brings to light a. story |f how 
President Hoover once attempted to be an im- 
presario, and how the Polish pianist saved him 
from a concert manager's bankruptcy. 


President Hoover himself first related the story 


back in 1915 at a dinner given for Paderewski 
during the peace negotiations in Paris. 


It seems that while a student at Leland Stan- 


ford university Hoover tried to earn his way by 
bringing musical artists to town. This he did in 
cooperation with another student. Their great- 
est venture was a contract made for a recital by 
Paderewski, for which the artist <was to receive 
$2,000, a sizeable fee for the mid-nineties. 


Paderewiski arrived in town, and his manager 


went to see how the concert was going. It was 
not going at all well. In fact, there were two 
desperate young men, facing the problem of not 
•bavins- enough TTOHPV to r>av the nianist's f«*e. fr> 
say nothing of local expenses. 
They went to 


Paderewski, trembling at the thought that he 
might not play, but prepared to offer all the 
money they had if he would play only half a 
recital. 


Paderewski, as Hoover told the story, greeted 


them cordially and offered tnem those long Rus- 
sian cigarets which he used to have made for 
him in Kiev. Then he asked them all about it, 
why they were giving concerts, how much money 
they had, what their local expenses v ere. When 
he had a statement of their assets and liabilities 
he told them to take out enough to pay all ex- 
penses and to give each of them $100. He would 
be satisfied with the rest. For this he promised 
to give an entire recital, which he did. 


LANDMARK TO STAY

seems that Greenwich Village is to keep 


probably its most picturesque landmark, the Jef- 
ferson Market court, although the adjoining mar- 
ket is to be replaced by a new' women's prison.

A FARM RELIEF MOVE 


On May 15, 1862, a radical piece of farm relief 


legislation went into effect—the Department of 
Agriculture came into being as a separate branch 
of the federal government. 


The head of the department was not made a 


member of the president's cabinet, however, until 
18S9. 
He and two others—the secretary of com- 


merce and secretary of labor—are the only cab- 
inet members not eligible to the presidency by 
succession in event of the president's and vice 
president's death, resignation or inability to hold 
office. The law establishing the order of succes- 
sion 
was passed 
before 
these three cabinet 


officers were created and never changed. 


The department created 62 years ago today 


grew out of a voluntary distribution of seeds be- 
gun by the commissioner of patents in 1836. Con- 
gress recognized this service as praiseworthy and 
three years later appropriated $1,000 to be taken 
from patent ^office funds and used to extend the 
work. 


Since that time the functions of the depart- 


ment have multiplied tremendously until now 
it -is one of the most far-reaching of all the 
branches of the federal government.

Answer—Any yeast 
is good, if 


fresh. jNo special brand. Any bak- 
er's or brewer's yeast. In some sec- 
tions of Kentucky where pellagra is 
a prevalent disease, yet it may be 
bought in two pound packages for 
something like 20 cents a pound, the 
Kentucky medical authorities report. 
Medical authorities recommend yeast 
eating for people who cannot get or 
cannot afford adequate rations of 
fresh eggs, fresh milk and fresh veg- 
etables; it seems that a reasonable 
proportion of these fresh foods in the 
diet prevents or cures pellagra. This 
is attributed to a specific substance 
in such food, called Vitamin F. This 
vitamin is present also in yeast.

"THE 
OUTPOST OF THE LOST" 


If you are given to the type of 


literature that is usually referred to 
as "human documents," get a copy 
of "The Outpost of the- Lost," by 
General David I*. Brainard. It is one 
of the most moving narratives of 
the battle that 25 men made against 
starvation in the barren ice wastes 
of the north, 1,500 miles north of 
the Arctic circle, that I haver ever 
read. It is far more thrilling than 
the average play or novel on a sim- 
ilar theme and its authenticity is 
stamped on every sentence. 


Most of "The Outpost of the Lost" 


consists- of the day by day journal of 
Sergeant David L. Brainard of the 
experiences of the men in the Gree- 
ly expedition that lived 11 months 
on. 
the rations meant for two 


months. All but seven of. the men 
•were dead when the relief ship fin- 
ally came and those seven werd so 
weak that they had to be carried 
to the vessel on stretchers. 


Perhaps this does not sound in- 


viting. But it is much more than 
that; it, is "thrilling. Providing of 
course a reader is so constituted 
that he can take an interest in a 
gruesome theme. Many years ago 
Knut Hamsun -wrote a novel that he 
called "Hunger," the 
record 
of a 


single man's starvation. That was a 
thrilling book but no more so than 
this unassuming diary "of an unas- 
suming soldier, written in pencil day 
by day as he faced death together 
with his comrades. 


The story of the Greely expedition 


is a matter5 of history and schoolboys 
have been learning about it for the 
past 50 years. In the early eighties 
Lieutenant Greely and 
24 enlisted 


men were landed 1500 miles north 
of the Arctic circle to make scientif- 
ic observations. They were 
to be 


picked up by a vessel the next year. 
The x'essel was sunk and no other re- 
lief ship could break through the ice 
barrier. 


After a time the party retreated 


some 500 miles to the south and then 
they were caught ,on a barren island 
with two months' provisions. Most 
of them lived 11 months, then all 
but seven died.

These "heresies" are typical of

The fact is that New York, sophis- 


ticated in other matters, is In its 
educational technique at last follow- 
ing a standard which was raised long 
ago, far in the interior. Dr. Carle- 
ton Washburne, 
superintendent of 


schools of Winnetka, 111., has been 
v, hacking away for years at gram- 
mar and other such dead wood which 
now encumbers the "social heritage" 
—as the pedagogs like to 
call it. 


"\Vhile these ideas at first embroiled 
Dr. Washburne in many controver- 
sies thej- produced one of the most 
distinguished school systems in the 
world, known in Europe as well as 
America, and at 
last this 
proud 


metropolis is beginning to walk up. 


SCHOOLS INCREASING 


Private schools—"play 
schools," 


jnany of them—have been multiply- 
ing in New Tork in recent years, 
partly as a. revolt against the ex- 
treme standardization necessary in 
such a huge system. 
Educators in 


these schools have maintained stead- 
ily that they do not educate. 
In- 


stead, they merely provide a stimu- 
lating environment and 
allow the 


child to find its own interests and 
aptitudes. The "generalized" know- 


* ledge comes along later, as it related 


itself to individual interests. Two re- 
sults \vere obtained, astonishing—at 
least to conservative educators. One 
was achievements in the arts and 
sciences by which large numbers of 
children were revealed 
as having 


capacities never unearthed by the 
old sjstem. 
The other was that, 


with a mind thus considered as an 
organism, hungry for nourishment, 
rather than a "container," the gen- 
eralized konwledge did come along, 
in due time, and children of the mod- 
ern elementary schools shoved into 
leadership in high schol and college. 
The children actually learn mathe- 
matics, histoiT, economics, in fact 
the entire 
curriculum, and 
they 


pursue these subjects with an avidity 
unheard of in the past 


It is not uncommon for the chil- 


dren in the modern school here to 
present a petition, set the end of 
the school year, asking that school 
be kept a few -weeks longer, so that 
important \vork may not be inter- 
rupted. In several instances, twelve 
and thirteen j'ear old children of the 
modern schools have rated higher in 
official vocabulary tests 
than the 


established standards 
for 
college 


graduates. 
With no formal instruc- 


tion in grammar, they have produced 
stories and poems, perfect in com- 
position and startling in their in- 
trinsic literary quality and sophis- 
tication. 


Neither Mr. O'Shea nor Mr. Ma- 


guire has announced any formal ac- 
ceptance of the modern technique. 
They merely happen to announce in- 
novations which are exactly in ac- 
cord with the experimental 
tech- 


nique. 


In throwing over grammar, in 


all grades below 7A, Mr. 
O'Shea 


finds that a mere glib familiarity 
with grammatical rules does not in- 
sure the mater of English "as a 
tool." 
This is obtained rather bj 


familiarity with good writing and by 
contact with persons -who speak cor- 
rectlj-. 


Mr. Maguire, in his experiments,

Inasmuch as the 
bonds may be exchanged for stock 
on and after January 1, 1930 the dif- 
ference is not vital from the stand- 
point of the stockholder although it 
is advantageous to the corporation. 


The investor who exercises his 


rights" buys a "call" on the stock at 
a fixed price and receives interest 
on his money during the life of the 
call. He buys at par a bond carry- 
Ing a 4% per cent coupon. Until the 
bond is exchanged for stock the com- 
pany has to pay therefore only $4.50 
on each $100 of new money instead 
of ?9. as it would have to pay if it 
had issued at once.

er stands of timber give quicker and 
larger yields of lumber than do vir- 
gin or clean cut areas, according to 
a study made by the college of agri- 
culture on the growth of north'ern 
hardwoods.

LEVEL IN HISTORY 


Demand Has Not Been 
Suf- 


ficient, However, to Absorb 
Output 


WMttlnf ton—C/P>—The Federal Re- 


Mrve board announced Tuesday that 
automobile production- In the United 
States reached the highest level In 
history In the first three months of 
U2>, and that the demand for auto- 
mobileB had not been sufficient to 
absorb the output. 


This production, the board said in 


lt« monthly bulletin, was the chief 
factor in lie rise, of indusiiio.i i>r 
duction to its present record level 
of 10 per cent more than in the 
same period of last year. The board 
found that the automobile output 
had increased the demand for other 
materials, chiefly iron and steel, tex- 
tiles and rubber. The production of 
tires was said to have exceeded the 
demand and stocks were larger than 
they were a year ago. , 


"Output of automobiles," the board 


said, "was more than 50 per cent 
larger than in the first quarter of 
1928 
and more than 25 per cent larg- 


er than in the first quarter of any 
earlier year. Production in March 
was proceeding at a rate of over 
24,000 cars a day, the largest output 
ever reached in the industry. 


Demand for automobiles by con- 


sumers, which throughout 1928 had 
kept pace with the 
output, has 


continued to be large, but appears 
not to have been sufficient to ab- 
sorb currently the larger production 
of the early months of this year, 
and there has been some increase 
in the stocks of" cars held by deal- 
ers. 
An increase in the 
last 15 


months in the foreign demand for 
American cars, which now absorbs 
somewhat more than 11 per cent of 
tLe total output, bad been a factor 
of some importance to the indus- 
try. 


The board said that the increased 


production of the country, while par- 
ticipated in by most industries, re- 
flected chiefly the gains in iron and 
steel, automobiles, copper and pe- 
troleum and had been underway for 
15 months. Some industries showed 
declines, including building construc- 
tion, cotton and wool textiles and 
coal. "- 


The board said that the increase in 


copper production appeared caused 
chiefly by growth of consumption 
by the end of 1928 to a point where 
refineries found difficulty in meeting 
the demand and to a shift by con- 
sumers from a hand to mouth policy 
to one of forward buying. 


Building construction, the board, 


has declined steadily since Novem- 
ber of last year and in the first quar- 
ter of this year was 15 per cent low- 
er than for the same period a year 
ago. 
The largest decline was in

Thunder River Has Good 


Trout Possibilities

On the Thunder river, May 12. "We 


have just come into camp from a 
trip on the North Branch and down 
on the main river at Three Falls, 
and while resting up a bit I am 
writing this article. The Thunder riv- 
er, •with its branches, was once one 
of the very best trout streams in 
Wisconsin, and listen to this, it is 
again going to be up near the top. 
The streams are still here, just as 
they were ages ago, ideal homes for 
the speckled beauties and the tint- 
ed rainbows, but now one must be 
satisfied with fewer fish. 


More as an experiment than any- 


thing else, we went up on the South 
Branch near Thunder mountain aiiu 
diligently fished the meadows and 
brushy parts down to the falls, but 
caught very few fish and they were 
just within the legal "size • limit." 
"We knew it was too early in the sea- 
son for the trout to be up that far 
in any numbers but we wanted to 
try it out anyhow.
